It is fully illustrated with pictures 
of the Slate hoUa‘-s of sister States, 
and a glance at the building in 
which nur legislators nie«<t to make 
laws, ahonid cause every public 
apirited citizen in thia proud old 
oommoiiweaUh to hide hia head in 
ahame. CoinparH<l with thecapi- 
tols there illustrat'ul <>ur dilapida¬ 
te! and defunct old edifice would 
not make a respei'lable cow shful. 
Hence the importance of having a 
new Capitol building is without 
4|Uestioii. If it la* [Kiasible, we 
should like to see (he lu’W buibillig 
erected Upon a more eligible site 
than tin* present h'Cntion. nnd in 
a place more ncci>ssib|e to the peo¬ 
ple generally. (.exington, of all 
places in K'‘ntu-ky. is the proper 
location for tin* enpilal ami the 
now capitol building, and we urge 
our r<‘presi-nintive nnd nil the rep- 
resenlutiVfs from this mountuin 
country to vote for l,exing|on as 
long as there is any pftssible 
chance of its reniovAl to that point. 
First, howevt r, an appropriation 
should bo vot«Hl to btiiltl a capitol 
correspuiidingwith prevailing civ¬ 
ilisation and enlightenment, and 
then the location should Ik* set¬ 
tled.
